The Former Policy King Tires of 
Supporting Sage & Co.

25,000 TRADERS INTERESTED 


Big Wire Firm Had Branches All Over 
—Newport Servants Caught—A 
Rosy View Held Out. 


M. J. Sage & Co., the brokers’ firm 
backed by ‘Al’ Adams, the former 
“ policy king,’’ whom Jerome sent to Sing 
Sing, announced yesterday that it had 
“ discontinued.’’ The recent bull market 
hit the firm hard, and, it is said, Adams 
refused to support the concern any longer. 

Wall Street expects a crop of bucket- 
shop failures to follow in the next few 
days. 

The Sage concern is said to have 155 
branches in different cities in this coun- 
try and Canada. For a time its main of- 
fice was at 57 Broadway, but recently it 
moved to 1 Montgomery Street, Jersey 
City. 

The main office was 
building which houses the Pinkerton 
agency, but since the passing of the 
amendment to the stock tax law last May 
requiring the payment of a two-cent tax 
on every sale of stock, the business has 
been transferred to Jersey City.

The enormous business done by the con-} 


cern and the extent of the losses which 
will be felt by small gamblers all over the 
country may be figured from the fact 
that the books of the company in the 
Jersey City offices contain the names of 
26,000 trading customers in every State in 
the Union. These offices, which were 
used as a clearing house for the business 
which came in on leased wires from al- 
most every city of any size in this coun- 
try and Canada, employed twenty-five 
telegraph operators and a small army of 
clerks. 

The doors of the Jersey City office were 
shut after the close of the market yes- 
terday afternoon, and notice posted that 
the firm had discontinued business. 

The shut-down had been expected by 
the clerks for some days, for it was 
known that the market was going heavily 
fgainst the shop, most of the customers 
being committed to the long side of the 
market, and it was only a question of how 
long Al Adams would be willing to dip 
into his pocket for cash to satisfy the 
army of clients who having made good- 
sized winnings were disposed to take 
their profits in cash and close out their 
accounts. 

A very large number, of course, tempted 
by still higher prices, were: easily per- 
sUaded by the literature and advocates of 
the concern to keep in the market. These 
will lose all their winnings and their orig- 
inal capital into the bargain, unless the

It was said in Jersey City last night 
that the men working for the firm in the 
main office there expected the shut-down 
on Tuesday afternoon, but word did not 
then come from 57 Broadway to close. 

Yesterday was another bad day, how- 
ever, and late in the afternoon it is said 
that Al Adams called up the Jersey City 
office and gave the order to close down. 
Mr. Sage and Mr. Adams’s son were in the 
Jersey City office at the time. They 
spent most of their time there. The elder 
Adams was pleaded with, it is said, to 
continue for a few days on the ground 
that a reaction was bound to come, and 
that the firm would recoup more than it 
had been losing lately. 

The older Adams was firm and refused 
to back the shop longer. The notice of 
suspension was sent out to the 155 cor- 
respondents in the United States and 
Canada. The notice simply said that the 
moneyed men behind the firm refused to 
continue to support it, and suggested 
that the correspondents join with the 
management in forming a new concern 
and resuming business. All were asked 
to stand their ground, and a rosy view of 
the outlook was given to the men in the 
various towns. 

M. J. Sage & Co. were incorporated 
under the laws of the State 
York in 1904 with a capital stock of $50,- 
000. The object of the company as set 
forth in the incorporation papers was to 
conduct a stock commission business. 

Although his name does not appear in 
the list of officers of this company, it 
Was generaly known that Albert J. Adams 


was behind the firm and that the other 
officers were only figureheads. The 
Presifent of the concern is Maurice J. 
Sage, a young man who came to this city 
about twelve years ago from Binghamton, 
N. Y. He resides at Bath Beach. He is 
also a Director. 

Other officials and Directors of the 
company are as follows: Edward L. Brad- 
bury, Secretary; Charles W. Cannon, 
Treasurer; Edward L. Bradbury, Charles 
‘W. Cannon, David R. Hobart, William 
H. Newman, Directors. None of these 
men appears in the New York City Direc- 
tory except Newman, who ts described as 
a lawyer of 67 Broadway, where the firm 
had a suite of offices. Up to May 1 the 
firm, together with the Guanajuato Amal- 
gamated Mines Company, a Mexican gold 
mining concern in which Adams is inter- 
ested, occupied offices at 42 Broadway, 
but when the lease of these two con- 
cerns expired on May 
that building refused to give them an- 
other lease. 

The Guanajuato property was purchased 
by Adams shortly after his release from 
Sing Sing for a sum then reported at 
$1,000.000, 

M. J. Sage & Co. occupied a suite of six 
te rooms on the second floor of the 
Fuller Building in Montgomery Stregt, 
Jersey City. Mr. Sage was usually thee’ 
and so was the younger Adams, although 
much of his time was spent at his father’s 
office in New York. The actual business 
done in Jersey City was very small, the

Appraisers Say Prices Were°Too Low 
on His Rugs and Pictures. 


Unless John 8. Phipps, a Director of the 
Hanover National Bank and a Trustee of 
the Standard and New York Trust Com- 
panies, shows a disposition to comply 
with the Federal statutes and to explain 
to the customs authorities the circum- 
stances under which he bought several 
| thousand dollars’ worth of valuable paint- 
ings and rugs while in Europe, the Gov- 
ernment will seize the merchandise and 
sell it at public auction. 

Mr. Phipps’s importations were brought 
here from London and Beirut between 
April 27 and May 25 of this year. While 
Mr. Phipps has declined to give the cus- 
toms officers any information regarding 
| his entries, it was learned yesterday that 
| the seller of the merchandise was C, J. 
| Charles of Brook Street, London, while the 
consignees at New York were Day & 
| Meyer, forwarders of 841 Fourth Avenue. 
| The latter firm had 
London to deliver the works of art to 
Mr. Phipps.

Officers of Tabasco-Chlapas Company 
Arrested on Fraud Order. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 22.~—The Tabasco-Chia- 
pas Trading and Transportation Company 
is in trouble, aiid H. D. Bushnell, the 
President, and I. B. Miller, the Treas- 
urer, have been arrested on a charge of 
using the United States mails in a scheme 
to defraud. The main office of the com- 
pany is in this city, but it has branches 
in Philadelphia The 
Tabasco-Chiapas Company connected 
with the-Lu-Mo-Ha Mills Company, a sub- 
sidiary concern. Each is capitalized for 
$1,000,000 in New Jersey, and both are 
included in the order of the Government 
forbidding them the use of the mails. Be- 
} tween them the companies have about 28,- 
000 subscribers, who, the Government of- 
ficials say, will lose what they paid for 
; the stock. Post Office Inspector Ketcham 
said to-day: 

‘“‘The companies have been doing busi- 
ness for five years and have paid $200,000 
in that time in alleged dividends. This 


would be about 32 per cent. of the entire 
amount realized from the cash sales of 
stock, These cash sales aggregate $851,- 
000. Bhe dividends were never- earned, 
; but were paid out of the money received 
for stock and to induce other purchasers 
to come in.

BY ARREST OF COINERS 


Boynton’s Rebel Money Was to 
be Used to Overthrow Castro. 


BETRAYED FROM THE INSIDE 


Man with Money Who Was Approached 
Told Secret Service—Plotters 
and Dies Captured. 


Capt. George R. Boynton, veteran of the 
civil warn and, despite his three-score 
years, still a soldier of fortune, was ar- 
raigned before United States Commis- 
sioner Ridgeway yesterday and held in

on the charge of having in his possession 
dies for the making of Venezuelan coin. 
L. M. Thompson, lawyer and book agent 
of 52 Broadway, his adviser and friend, 
was held under similar bond as accessory, 
and Joseph and Sydney Keller, compris- 
ing the firm of Keller Brothers of 576 
West Broadway, were held in $1,500 bail 
on the charge of manufacturing the dies. 

Chief Wilkie, the head of the Secret 
Service of the United States, was before 
the Commissioner when the men were 
arraigned. So important was the case 
that the Chief came from Washington 
and gave it his personal attention and 
reported the details of his investigation 
to the Chargé d’Affaires of the Vene- 
zuelan Government. 

Capt. Boynton said he had been in 
Venezuela for the last ten years as 
resident manager for the Orinoco Cor- 
poration, a company which controls 
land, rubber forests, and mines on 
the Orinoco River worth $5,000,000. 
He was appointed ai special com- 
missioner to float a revolution finan- 
cially and to get things going generally. 
He came here in June to begin work. 
His credentials consist of a paper signed 
with the name of A. Y. Salinas, whose 
title is put as Secretary General of the 
revolutionary party. The Captain thought 
this document all right, but Chief Wilkie 
showed him yesterday that if Salinas 
was really in tne plot he had been wise 


;}enough to have some one else sign his 


name, for the signature is not his, and 
just at present Salinas is friendly with 
President Castro and is doing nicely with 
a fat concession in the Orinoco Corpora- 
tion. 

Richard Morgan Olcott, ex-President of 
the Orinoco Corporation, the real name of 
which is the Orinoco Shipping and Trad- 
ing Company, when seen last night denied 
even knowing Boynton. He said no man 
of that name ever had any connection 
with the corporation. 

Dr. Carlos Leon, one of President Cas- 
tro’s late Ministers, who is now an exile 
from Venezuela, said that Boynton was 
an American adventurer in search of fort- 
une, and ridiculed the idea of a revolution 
under his auspices. 

“We are preparing for a revolution,” 
said Dr. Leon, *‘ but we shall never shield 
ourselves under such methods. There 
may be some one in Venezuela of the 
name of Salinas, but I have never hear® 
of him.” 

Capt. Boynton, when he decided to put 
all his efforts into getting the revolu- 
tion in real working order, decided also 
that the first move necessary was to 
get cash, 

Anthony Hope never dreamed of such a 
combination of wits and adventurous 
spirit as followed. Capt. Boynton looked 
up his book agent friend, Thompson. He 
is no ordinary book agent. He is a prince 
of book agents, handling only de luxe 
volumes, and has command of language 
to fit. It is said that when the Gaekwar 
of Baroda was in New York Thompson 
sold him $25,000 worth of fine books. 

Thompson and the Captain set about to 
find an angel. They first ordered the dieg 
made by Keller Brothers, expert engrav- 
ers and diemakers. Once having perfect 
dies, the Captain could manufacture his 
own cash as fast as he could get bullion. 
To the New Yorker willing to put up 
$10,060 for the first bullion purchase, he 
promised that the revolutionary party in 
Venezuela would return $50,000 by special 
act of the new Congress the moment it 
was proclaimed in session. 

With his own mint and $10,000 worth of 
bullion, Capt. Boynton counted on turning 
out about 20,000 Venezuelan Bolivar dol- 
lars. With this $20,000 more bullion couid 
be purchased, and the money doubled. 
The stake would be doubled along with 
each issue from the Captain's private 
mint. When the revolutionists had all the 
money they could tote around or stow 
away, warships would be purchased and 
armies equipped. 

One of the men supposed to have had 
enough ge blood to take a flier in 
this private mint and revolution propo- 
sition at last figured out that he ought 
to call in the police. The word was given 
the Secret Service headquarters in this 
city, and Chief Flynn of the New York 
Bureau put on the case Robert McD. 
Moser, a young and exceedingly prosper- 
ous and “ sportive-looking "’ agent. 

Moser got in touch with Thompson. He 
passed as the proprietor of a Boadway 
gambling house, and confided to the revo- 
lutionaries that his wealth annoyed him. 

Then the mint scheme was put to Moser, 
but Moser drew back and said that he 
would have to see where he would get 
‘a run for his money’ before he would 
draw $10,000 out of the bank. ‘* Where 
are the dies?"’ he asked. ‘‘ Are they per- 
fect, and will it be a sure thing that the 
money can be nassed?”’ 

-The dies were then being made with 
the greatest care by the Keller Brothers. 
The first pair were to cost the Captain 
$1,500, and every subsequent pair $1,000. 
The Captain agreed to show Moser the 
dies, and Moser arranged to meet him 
in Thompson's office on Monday. 

The dies were ready on Monday morn- 
ing, and they were sent to’ the Captain, 
who lives at the Hotel St. George, on 
Brooklyn Heights. The Captain found 
them poree’y, put them in his pocket, and 
took the Wall Street Ferry to meet Moser, 
He was arrested as he started up Wall 
Street. 

Thompson was arrested later on Mon- 
day, and as it was then too late to ar- 
raign the two before the Commissioner 
they were held prisoners in the quarters 
of the Secret Service in the Morton Build- 
ing, 116 Nassau Street, until yesterday. 
It would have been impossible for them 
to have got bail on Monday night, and 
it seemed cruel to put the handsome, bat- 
tle-scarred warrior and financier in a 
prison cell. They were therefore allowed 
to sleep in the Secret Service office. 

Capt. Boynton was well supplied with 
money when arrested.’ He had already 
paid for the first pair of dies, and on his 
person he carried $5,000 in cash. 

The Captain said that his scheme of 
making money for the revolution was no 
new thing. It had been done in Brazil 
when Dom Pedro was turned out. 

The fact that his revolutionary creden- 
tials were not good was made certain by 
Chief ‘Wilkie, who obtained specimen sig- 
natures of Salinas and compared them 
with that on the Captain’s pronuncia- 
mento. The forgery was palpable. 

Joel M. Marx of the firm of Marx & 
Miller has been engaged to defend the 
Captain and the book agent. The exam- 
ination of the Kellers was set 
for ~ 6. 

A full report of the fist against the 
Government and of the details leading to 
the arrests here hag been forward to 
President Castro through Washington.

VENEZUELA PLOT EXPOSED ‘HOKE SMITH FOR GOVERNOR. 


Carries Majority of the Counties in 
the Georgia Primaries. 


Special to The New York Times. 
ATLANTA, Ga., Aug. 22.—The returns 


up to 11 o’clock to-night indicate that Hoke 
Smith has been nominated by the Demo- 
ecrats for Governor of Georgia over his 
four opponents, Clark Howell, the editor 
of The Atlanta Constitution; J. H. Estell, 
the editor of The Savannah Morning 
News; Judge R. B, Russell, and James 
M. Smith. 

From the most reliable sources of in- 
formation Hoke Smith carried 110 of the 


145 counties of the State, Estell 2, Howell 
6, Russell 8, and James M. Smith 3. No 
reports have been received from 16 coun- 
ties. Capt. W. R. Joyner carried the 
Mayoralty contest in Atlanta by 255 ma- 
jority. Hoke Smith carried this county, 
the home of himself and of Howell, by 
1,975 majority. The returns will give Hoke 
Smith 219 delegates in the State conven- 
tion in a total of 866. 

Mr. Howell's paper, The Constitution, 
concedes more than 100 counties to Hoke 
Smith, and declares that this nomination 
for Governor on the first ballot in the con- 
vention is assured. : 

Under the Georgia State primary law 
the candidate for Governor receiving the 
largest individual vote in each county is 
entitled to name the delegates to the 
State Democratic convention from that 
county, each county being entitled to 
twice as many delegates as it has repre- 

sentatives in the lower branch of the Leg- 
islature. The State Convention will be 
held at Macon 6ept. 4. 

Senator Bacon was unopposed and his 
renomination is assured. Four candidates 
are seeking the place made vacant by the 
death of Congressman Lester, in the 
First District. In the Third District, 
Congressman Hlijah B. Lewis is opposed 
by Dudley M. Hughes. 


NEW 63D STREET THEATRE. 


Near Columbus Circle, with a Ten-Story 
Office Building Adjoining. 


Another new theatre in the district just 
north of the Columbus Circle is to be built 
on the south side of Sixty-third Street, 

148 feet east of Broadway, by Benjamin 
Butler Davenport, formerly associated 
with Charles Frohman and more recently 
@ real estate operator, 

Mr. Butler has acquired at that point a 
plot 100 by 100 feet, adjoining the new 
Stivers carriage factory, and in the same 
block as the New Theatre, which will be 
built on Central Park West, between Six- 
ty-second and Sixty-third Streets, by 
Charles T. Barney and others. 

The proposed playhouse will seat about 
1,000 persons, and it is Mr. Davenport's 
intention is to make it the home of a per- 
manent stock company; which will present 
standard plays. The stage will be 52 by 
85 feet. The facade will be on the lines 
of the old Drury Lane Theatre in London. 
Caen stone will be used freely in the in- 
terior decorations, the general color 
scheme of which will be old gold and 
carmine. 
| The theatre, which will be known as the 
Davenport, will cover only 60 feet of the 
| 100-foot frontage. After leaving vacant a 
ten-foot alley, as is required by the law 
governing the erection of theatres, Mr. 
Davenport will build on the rest of the 
plot a ten-story structure with studios or 
offices in front. and apartments at the 

rear. The estimated cost of erecting both 
buildings is about $250,000. ° 

The new theatrical centre north of 
Fifty-ninth Street has grown rapidly 
within the last two or three years. At 
| Sixty-second Street and Broadway, within 
a stone's throw of the Davenport site, 
is the Colonial, while with the Majestic 
and the Circle and the new Barney enter- 
{prise on Central Park West, there will be 
| five playhouses within a comparatively 
small area.

They rushed 
up to Policeman Kenneally at the cor- 
ner of Thirty-ninth Street and Broadway, 


demanding that he arrest the leaders of 
the meeting. 3 

When Kenneally arrived he found 
Michael T. Cody, an tron worker of 292 
Highth Avertue, vociferously denouncing 
everybody in general from the top of a 
large packing box. Beside him were two 
young women and two men. A crowd of 
Broadway promenaders and theatregoers 
surrounded the improvised rostrum. Be- 
hind the speaker was a banner containing 
Socialistic maxims, and a staff from 
which floated a big red flag, under which 
were. two American flags. 

Most of the crowd were looking menac- 
ingly at the red flag and shouting: 

“Throw the Anarchist off the stand.” 

In all likelihood the presence of the 
two women was all that saved the speaker 
from bodily harm. In his speech he was 
particularly hard on August Belmont, but 
the greatest resentment was aroused when 
he denounced Mitchell and Gompers and 
the Federation of Labor, to whom he re- 
ferred as the ‘‘ Federation of Hell,” 

“Arrest them!” shouted the crowd to 
Kenneally, but before he could make up 
his mind what to do the reserves arrived 
from the Tenderloin Police Station. When 
it was learned that the leaders of the 
meeting had no license to hold a meeting 
they were taken to the police station, fol- 
lowed by a crowd of men and women. 

The prisoners said they were Michael 
T. Cody, 42 years old, ironworker, of 292 
Eighth Avenue; Thomas Flynn, 45 years 
old, of 795 East 134th Street; Elizabeth 
Clarey Flynn, 16 years old, same address; 
Minnie Schloss, 22 years old, of the Fort 
Washington Mansion, tn West 161ist 
Street, and Samuel A. Stotell, a lawyer, 
of 4 West 118th Street. 
that they were members of the Unity 
Club, and that the red flag was the em- 
blem of “unity ’’ and not anarchy. 

Miss Flynn is a slip of-a_ girl, with 
snapping black eyes and expressive feat- 
ures. She had been one of the speakers 
at the open-air meeting, and helped to 
draw the crowd. The theatregoers were 
inclined to consider her impassioned ut- 
terances as an interesting diversion after 
the show. 

She fearlessly told what she thought of 
John D. Rockefeller, and bravely declared 
the principle, ‘‘ The best way to unite is 
to unite.” But the thought of a cell de- 
prived her of her courage. While the Ser- 
geant was mechanically asking the usual 
questions she nearly fainted, and her 
father was obliged continually to fan her 
to keep up her spirits. 

The tHree men. and two women were 
locked up on a charge of disorderly con- 
duct, and had not got ball at a late hour 
last night. 

A Secret Service man ran into the Ten- 
derloin Police Station last night and told 
Sergt. Balley that a man was violating 
the laws by waving a red flag and mak- 
ing an inflammatory speech at the corner 
of Seventh Avenue and Twenty-seventh 
Street. The speaker, standing on the top 
of a soap box, was talking in French to 
a crowd of men, and beside him was a 
small boy vigorously waving a red flag. 
Some cheered the banner and others 
hissed it until it looked as though a riot 
might follow. 

“If the man talked in any other lan- 
guage than French,” said the Secret 
Service man, ‘‘I could have told whether 
he was preaching Anarchism or Social- 
ism.”’ 

When the reserves arrived the crowd 
had been dispersed by the man on post. 

‘“‘He was only a ‘ drunk,’”’ he declared.

The marble setters’ union, after wait- 
ing in vain for a settlement of the strike 
on the Carnegie Library, held a meeting 
and by a unanimous vote decided to 
withdraw from the sympathetic strike 
movement and from the Structural Trades 
Alliance, Following this the contractors 
placed forty men at work on the Car- 
negie library, all of whom are considered 
efficient workmen. 

Several hundred more skilled workmen, 
who had been held off work by the labor 
trouble, resumed work on the building to- 
day. They will work independent of union 
dictation and with the direct understand. 
ing of the open shop rule regulating all 
employment on that job in the future 
until it is completed.

The audience was ificensed 
because the play she presented was only 
a trifling South African episode, lasting 
twenty minutes, and a hostile crowd fol- 
lowed Mrs. Langtry off the plier, vigor- 
ously hissing her.

LONGWORTH IS INDIGNANT. 


Policy Holders’ New Secretary Denies 
Wall Street Backing.

INSURGENTS IN CUBA 
WIN TOWN AFTER FIGHT — 


San Luis, an Important Base in 
Pinar del Rio, Is Siezed. 


They Offer Support to the Government 


—President Expresses Confidence 
in Republic’s Triumph. 


HAVANA, Aug. 22.—The insurgents in 
the Province of Pinar del Rio captured 
their first city there to-day. At 9 o'clock 
this morning forces led by Pino Guerra, 
who Is an ex-Congressman and influential, 
and who was thought to be to the east- 
ward, attacked San Luis, which fs situe 
ated on the railroad about ten miles west 
of Pinar del Rio. 

4& sharp and decisive engagement fol- 
| lowed, in which several men were Killed 
or wounded. The town was defended by 
less than 100 Rural Guards, fifty of whom 
surrendered to the insurgents,: and are 
now held as prisoners. 

The insurgent forces are now in posses~ 
sion of the railroad station and of the 
town, which is resuming its normal condi- 
tion. By the capture of San Luis, which 
has about 5,000 inhabitants, the insurgents 
have obtained an important base for fut- 
ure operations. . 

The reports of the commanders of the 
Rural Guard are to the following effect: 
The bands of Guerra, Pozo, and others, 
aggregating about 400 men, concentrated 
this morning in the vicinity of San Lafs, 
Seventy Rural Guards under command of 
Major Laur@nt were to attack the iInsur- 
gents from the east, and thirty men under 
Lieut. Azouy were to attack from the 
west. Azouy arrived first and got into 
an ill-timed engagement with a far su- 
perior detachment, with the result that 
he was forced to retreat hastily to Sah 
Luis, pursued by a portion of the enemy. 
The Rural Guards took refuge in their 
quarters, and Guerra’s men remained in 
possession of the town. 

This afternoon Major Laurent had @® 
hot fight with the insurgents under 
Guerra and other insurgent commanders, 
and reports that several were killed or 
wounded. He pursued Guerra, but-so far 
as known did not retake the town, Ac- 
cording to other fragmentary reports the 
insurgents continue in possession of San 
Luis.| Railway trains have not been in- 
terfered with. 

The Government's later reports from 
San Luis, which significantly are dated 
from Pinar del Rio, are to the effect that 
Major Laurent, in this afternoon’s en- 
gagement, killed four insurgents and cap- 
tured a few horses and munitions, The 
Major has not yet arrived at Pinar del 
Rio. 

A telegram..to.the Governnient late to- 
night stated that Major Laurent, with hig 
detachment of Rural Guards, foughg . 
Guerra and his 300 men for three hours 
this afternoon, completely defeating him, 
killing or wounding many insurgents an@ 
taking three prisoners. The dispatch 
adds that the rebels dispersed in all di- 
rections, being chased long distances. 
None of the Royal Guards was hurt. 

Nevertheless, another portion of the in- 
surgent forces continues in occupation of 
San Luis. 

There is an unconfirmed report from 
Pinar del Rio that Lieut. Azcuy was cap- 
tured, and that only nine of his detach- 
ment reached Pinar del Rio. 

Luis Perez, the last Liberal Governor of 
the Province of Pinar del Rio, has joined 
the insurgent forces. 

One hundred recruits were started west- 
ward this evening on board a special 
train, but it is not likely that they will be 
permitted to reach San Luis. 

A detachment of 100 recruits on the way 
to Guines had a slight encounter to-day 
with insurgents, but no one on either side 
was hurt. 

An attempt is being made with 200 
mounted rural guards and regulars to 
cornér Quentin Bandera, who, with 150 
men, is continuing his dodging tactics in 

| the western part of the Province of Ha 
vana. 

Three large bands of insurgents are out 
in the Province of Santa Clara. The ine 
surrection appears to be growing, but 
the loyalists of the towns assert that 
they will be able to resist the movement, 

The Government has received a report 
that ex-Congressman Carlos Mendieta, @ 
leading citizen of Santa Clara, has taken 
up arms with a large force. While the 
report is not confirmed, the Government 
officials are inclined to believe it, as Mene 
dieta has been regarded with suspicion. 

A later dispatch from Rancho Velom 
Province of Santa Clara, says that @ 
band of insurgents has been organized 
there under Col, Reinos, and it is believed 
that Mendieta is with them. ”

Special precautions are being taken to

insurgents have been seen in the neighe 
borhood of both those places. 

American dealers have been commis- 
sioned to buy hundreds of horses for the 
use of the Rural Guards now being re 
cruited. 

No insurrestionary movement is report<’ 
ed in the Province of Matanzas, which 
is the stronghold of the Moderate Party, 
beyond a band of twenty, and none in 
the eastern provinces, excepting the ban-" 
dit band of Enrique Mesa, which for 
weeks has eluded pursuit in Sahtiago.

The 
result -of the encounter at San Luis is 
still not known definitely, but it is known 
that we inflicted some losses on_ the 
enemy in that vicinity. The much-talked- 
of movement in Santa Clara Province has 
not been encountered, and no insurreo- 
tionists have been seen there by our 
forces. 

“We have to-day eustepes and sent out 
in ‘various directions 300 volunteers under 
competent officers. We have plenty: of 
Remingtons and ammunition for all who 
enlist at present, and more have been or- 
dered from the United States. Besides, we 
have thousands of old but serviceable 
guns.

In some cases whole communities 
appear to have been carried away by the 
recrudescence of insurrectionary times. 
The: extent to which this will lead to 
open rebellion is still uncertain. 


FOR CUBAN ANNEXATION. 


Banker Says the Rebellion Is Not Se- 
rious, but Will Hasten End. 


John S, Fiske of the firm of J. M. Cebal- 
los & Co., Cuban-American bankers of 27 
William Street, said yesterday that the 
cable dispatches received by his firm from 
Havana indicate that there was no need 
for alarm at present, as the Cuban Goy- 

nment was probably strong enough to 

Tecan the rebellion. If the matter as- 
sumed a serious aspect, he added, there 
was no doubt that President Palma would 
ask the United States to intervene. 

‘The condition in Cuba is an anomalous 
one,” said Mr. Fiske. ‘‘The worse it 
becomes the better it is for drawing the 
island nearer to its natural destiny, which 
is to become part and parcel of the Unit- 
ed States. 

“This revolt will demonstrate to the 
people of the United States that the Platt 
amendment to the commercial treaty made 
with Cuba was an excellent one in every 
ways If President Palma finds that his 
Government is unable to cope with the 
situation he will call upon the United 
States for aid. That would mean pacifica- 
tion first and then annexation. Every 
man, woman, and child in this country 
realizes that that is the future of Cuba.

‘VALPARAISO REPEATED [HOPES FOR MANCHURIA WANE. 'FORGERS ROBBED 


SAN FRANCISCO HORROR 


Fight Against Fire, Lack of Wa- 
ter, and Robbery and Pillage. 


CITY ALMOST ANNIHILATED 


| Number of Dead Now Placed at Over 
2,000—Exodus Is Begun, and It Is 
Said 80,000 Persons Will Leave. 


VALPARISO, Aug. 22.—From the Plaza 
de la Victoria as far as the Plaza in the 
section called Las Delicias four-fifths of 
the houses are completely destroyed and 
the remaining fifth are badly damaged. 
From the Plaza de la Victoria down to the 
Custom House only about one-third of 
the houses sustained damage. The banks 
and the customs warehouses were not 
hurt. With the exception of the Church 
of the Espiritu Santo all the churches in 
the city were destroyed, as were the hos- 
pitals and the theatres. The Almendral 
quarter was absolutely destroyed. The 
number of dead is more than 2,000. 

The offices of the Havas Agency, al- 
though seriously damaged, are still being 
used for the company’s business. 

The tragic scenes of the San Francisco 
disaster were reproduced here. There 
was the fight against fire, the lack of 
water, and robbery and pillage. 

The lack of food is not yet serious. The 
authorities are beginning to get in pro- 
visions, and water again is being supplied. 
All the fires are out. 

The first earthquake shock here lasted 
four minutes and a half and the second 
two minutes. Most of the houses were 
thrown down by the second shock. 

The people are still camping on the 
surrounding hills and in the streets and 
plazas, and only to-day are calm and 
courage returning. The declaration is 
mdae that 80,000 persons will leave the 
city. 

Telegraphic communication with Santi- 
ago was re-established yesterday, 

A number of steamers are engaged in 
moving the people of the city to points 
to the north and south.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 22.—Capt. Ross, 
Chief of the Revenue Cutter Service of 
the Treasury Department, to-day reported 
to the Department of Commerce and La- 
bor that he had received advices that the 
Canadian cruiser Vigilant was destroying 
the nets of American fishermen in Lake 
Erie. 

The reports of the fishermen indicate 
that the nets were set well within Amer- 


ican waters. Complaints were filed by the 
fishermen with the American authorities, 
and the matter will be reported to the 
State Department. 


COSTA RICANS AGAINST US. 


American Club Opposes Monroe Doc- 
trine and Commercial Policy. 


SAN JOSE, Costa Rica, Aug. 22.—At a 
preliminary meeting of the American Club 
to-day, the objects and views of the or- 
ganization were formulated. 

It is deciared to be the purpose of the 
club “to work for the union of Latin- 
America and to be prepared to oppose the 
United States in its work of annihilating 
Latin-American commeroial independ- 
ence.”’ 

The Monroe Dootrine, as President 
Roosevelt interprets it, is declared to 
be a menace to all Latin-American coun- 
tries. The programme also declares that 
the association opposes, not the United 
States, but the alleged purpose of that 
country. The motto of the club is: 


“Latin-America for the world and the 
world for humanity.” 


BEVERIDGE ON ROOSEVELT. 


Under Republican Rule Eggs Cease 
Belng Demoralized. 


PORTLAND, Me., Aug. 22.—The com- 
mercial regeneration of the country under 
the Republicans, and particularly under 
Theodore Roosevelt, was the theme of 
the speech with which Senator Beveridge 
of Indiana opened the Congressional 
campaign at a Republican meeting to- 
night. 

According to Mr. Beveridge, American 
energies have begn consumed for a gener- 
ation in the material development of the 
country, but now the American people 
are interesting themselves in the moral 
as well as the physical side of ousiness 
life, and have started to correct the 
abuses which have developed. 

President Roosevelt, in his mind, was 
the instrument in this National regener- 
ation, his influence extending even to the 
price of bread and ‘“ demoralized eggs.”’ 
While considering the work of the De- 
partment of Justice, during Mr. Roose- 
velt’s administration, Sepater Beveridge 
cited the prosecutions in the United States 
Securities Company case, and against the 
beef, salt, paper, elevator and drug trusts. 
Mr. Beveridge continued: 

“This moral regeneration of American 
business has not injured the country's 
commerce at home and abroad, has 
caused no panic, killed no honest enter- 
prise. Business has steadily improved, 
prosperity steadily increased. 

“The total value of farm animals at the 
end of the first year of President Roose- 
velt’s administration was $2,989,170,150. 
The total value of farm animals at the 
present time is ete, or an in- 
crease of $700,000, more than $150,000,- 
000 increase for every year of the ad- 
ministration. 

‘Prices have increased only in com- 
parison with the low record made during 
he terrible years from 3 to 1887. The 
prices of many articles remain the same. 
Bread was 5 cents a loaf in 1890; and it 
is 5 cents a loaf now. Sirloin beefsteak 
was 15 cents a pound in 1890, and it is 
16% cents a pound now. Farm products 
have risen in value. Eggs were 20 cents 
a dozen in 1894, and they are 25 cents a 
dozen to-day... From 1806 until now they 
have gradually increased in value, except 
during the years from 1898 to 1898, during 
which eggs were demoralized.”

He Gave ex-Convicts Checks 
Whose Signatures They Forged.

$1,900 FROM UNION TRUST CO. 


The Messenger and a Former Prison 


Inmate Arrested—Pen Work 
Cleverly Done. 


With the arrest yesterday morning of 
Benjamin Schaad, a twenty-four-year-old 
messenger of the Bank of New York, the 
police think they have wound up the 
operations of a most systematic gang of 
forgers. The work of the gang, so far 
as it has come to light, has only netted 
them some $1,900, but their system was 
so well organized and the work of their 
pen artist so clever that the small amount 
of the forgeries is -looked upon by the 
Pinkertons and the officers of the 
American Bankers’ Association more as 
a matter of good luck than anything else. 

Schaad’s arrest is the second in the 
case. The pen-artist, Thomas McCarthy, 
alias James T. Murray, a graduate of El- 
mira Reformatory, was taken into cus- 
tody on Tuesday. The smooth talker of 
the outfit, whose job was the placing of 
the forged paper, is still free, but the 
Pinkertons think they have him located. 
He is Frederick Muntyweiler, also an El- 
mira Reformatory man, and, like his 
friend the bank messenger, the son of 
well-to-do parents. McCarthy is the son 
of a livery stable keeper in the Bronx. 

The Union Trust Company is the only 
loser by the operations of the gang so far 
as developed yesterday. 

The Union Trust Company discov- 
ered some weeks ago the forgery of a 
check for several hundred dollars against 
the account of W. H. Boyd. At the time 
this check was held up by the Trust Com- 
pany officers bogus paper, amounting in 
all to $1,900, had gone past their clerks 
without detection, 

The First Discovery. 


One of the first things the Trust Com- 
pany offioers noticed in going. over the 
canceled checks in the Boyd. account was 
that much of the paper had been collect- 
ed through the Bank of New York. The 
messenger of the Bank of New York, 
whose route takes in the Union Trust 
Company, the detectives learned, was 
young Schaad. 

They were busy looking into his private 
affairs along with other clues, when a 


few days ago the trust company received 
a telephone message from an uptown jew- 
elry concern. The voice at the ‘phone 
said that two men were rag I in pay- 
ment for some jewelry a check for $1,800. 
The jewelers wanted to know if it was all 
right. It was made out to the order of 
the drawer, whose name has not been 
made public, and was indorsed on the 
back, ‘“‘Pay to the order of Ennis & 
Stoppani.” The jewelers thought it was 
queer that the man who wanted the jew- 
elry should take such a roundabout 
method to pay for it. The trust company 
asked to have the jewelry buyers es- 
corted down to the office, where a de- 
tective was waiting, but they had skipped 
out during the telephoning, leaving the 
check behind. 

This check, too, the detectives learned, 
Was against an account which often had 
checks go through the Bank of New York. 

Is was easily possible for the bank mes- 
senger to get tracings of the signatures on 
the checks he took daily to the Union Trust 
Company, and they thought that the fact 
that both of the bogus checks were drawn 
against accounts whose signatures he was 
familiar with was more than a coinci- 
dence... | 

They. learned that _ young Schaad 
wags an old friend of Frederick Munty- 
weiler, who had been sent to the Etmira 
Reformatory for robbing the State Bank, 
where he had been employed as a youth. 
Schaad's acquaintance with him contihued 
after his release on parole, and when a 
short time after he was arrested for 
burglary it was Schaad’s father who went 
his bail. Although the case was settled, 
Muntyweller h to go back to Elmira 
after his release on parole. This young 
man, the detectives learned, was a boon 
companion of Schaad's in the White Light 
district of upper Broadway. 


Forgers Set Up an Office. 
All these circumstances made the de- 
tectives think they were pretty close to 
guessing that Schaad knew something 


about the forgeries on the Union Trust 
Company, and in following his daily move- 
ments they discovered that jhe made fre- 
quent stops in his morning rounds at 45 
Beaver Street. Here there was an office 
marked ‘‘Schaad Brothers,’”’ which the 
detectives suspected might be the plant 
where the genuine checks were taken to 
have tracings made of their signatures. 

At this stage of the proceedings the 
Pinkertons were notified by A. B. Leach 
& Co. that two new customers of the firm 
were behaving suspiciously and might 
bear investigating. These twp men an- 
swered the descriptions of.Schaad and 
Muntyweiler. .They had opened an ac- 
count with the bankers, who have an of- 
fice at 149 Broadway. with a check for 
1,200 purporting to be drawn by Davis 

arnes of Barnes Brothers, 20 Broad 
Street, to his own order and indorsed by 
him. This check was also on the Union 
Trust Company, and when the detectives 
looked into it they found that it had been 
aid by the trust company without ques- 
tion, and up to then had not been discov- 
ered as a forgery by Mr. Barnes. 

The Pinkertons a few days ago learned 
that both Schaad and Muntyweiler were 
friends of Thomas McCarthy, an ex- 
pert forger, whom Muntyweiler had met 
in Elmira Reformatory. They decided 
that he was the pen artist who was tak- 
ing advantage of the opportunities Schaad 
had to get: hold of genuine checks. He 
was arrested Tuesday. ; 


Brokers Were Fooled, Too. 


McCarthy, under his alias of James Mur- 
ray, was held in $5,000 bail in the Tombs 
Court. Schaad, who gave his name as 
Theodore Smith, was arrested at the cor- 
ner of Broadway and Rector Street while 
on his rounds for the bank. He was held 
in $8,000 bail, which his father furnisted. 


REPUBLICANS WERE SHY. 


Evade Gompers’s Questioning on “ La 
bor’s Bill of Grievances.”

WASHINGTON, Aug. 22.—In the Sep- 
tember number of The American Federa- 
tionist, the organ of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, which is about to ap- 
pear, President Gompers has a long ar- 
ticle giving the replies of numerous Sen- 
ators and Representatives to letters ask- 
ing how they stand on the subject of 
‘‘labor’s bill of grievances,” the platform 
upon which Gompers has taken his organ- 
ization into the Congressional campaign. 

Nearly all of the thirty-odd men whose 
replies to the questions are discussed are 
Democrats, and of the Republicans who 
responded to the request none is espe- 
cially prominent in his party organiza- 
tion. It is with evident grief that Gom- 
pers discusses some of the replies. 

In the whole list discussed only two 
men receive the unqualified approval] of 
the labor censor. They are m Griggs 
of Georgia, Chairman of the Democretic 
Congressional Committee, and Champ 
Clark of Missouri. .Senator Dick 1s jut 
down as “evasive,” and a fair reading 
of his letter is bound to justify that clas- 
sification. Here is what the Dick ictter 
says: 

Speaking for myself, I will say cheerfully 
and without reservation that I favor at all 
times the fullest degree of just and merited 
recognition éor the cause of labor and shall be, 
as I always have been, ready to support any 
official action in the form of legislation or 
otherwise that, after due investigation and 
consideration, is demonstrated to be really in 
the interest of labor, at the same time having 
in mind the necessity and ability of avoiding 
any misguided action, the ultimate effect of 
which might be preventive of that moral sup- 
port essential to the maintenance of perma- 
nent results and thus defeat the very objects 
most desired to accomplish. 

Paralleling this is the thoroughly satis- 
fying note of Griggs: ‘‘I agree fully with 
you in every demand.” his is_ brief,” 
comments ‘Gompers, “but un ualifiedly 
in approval of labor’s bill of evances.”

where the business done all over the coun- 
try was balanced up and the transfers 
made. 

The Jersey City offices had been main- 
tained since the stock transfer tax be- 
came operative. Some local business was 
picked up in Jersey City, but that was 
handled by one of the clerks acting as a 
sort of local correspondent. The offices 
were fitted up handsomely. 

The firm had some 25,000 names on its 
books in Jersey City, and they were cared 
for by the 155 correspondents in this coun- 
try and Canada. The leased wire service 
was very extensive. 

The firm is said to have suffereg very 
little from the attacks made on.it so far 
as the volume of business handed in at 
the various offices and cleared in Jersey 


City was concerned. It is said that de- 
nunciation of the firm because of the 
character of its business was for a time 
rather a good advertisement. Many per- 
sons were induced to dabble in'the game 
who had not before heard of the firm. 
Some of these connected with the Jersey 
City office had feared, however, that the 
elder Adams would weary of the attacks 
upon him and upon the firm and seize 
upon the first reasonable excuse to with- 
draw from the support. 

Mr. Sage and the younger Adams were 
in conference in the Jersey City offices 
for hours after the close of business, but 
nothing could be obtained from them 
beyond the fact that William Beverly, 
chief clerk of the Jersey City office, had 
been chosen as assignee, and that a for- 
mal application would be made to the 
courts for his appointment.

Sage & Co. had no Stock Exchange con- 
nections here, though the volume of busi- 
nes? handled daily by the firm was enor- 
mous. The trading was in stocks, cotton 
and grain. ‘ 

The branch offices of the firm are 
known under the name of the local cor- 
respondents or managers. The system 
Was to have the local representatives con- 
duct the business of the firm on a com- 
mission basis, forwarding the orders to 
the main offfice. 

Up to yesterday Sage & Co. had met all 
their financial obligations. During the 
time they have been in business they had 
had to fight public sentiment in several 
severe bull campaigns, and especially the 
one during the latter rt of last year. 
During that strong bull market the firm 
of M. J. Sage & Co. was badly strained, 
and it is reported that the firm lost $1,- 
000,000 before the tide changed. Al Adams, 
80 it is reported, made good the losses. 

It was not long, however, before the 
loss was recovered in the slump that fol- 
lowed. After the bull market came a 
sensational cotton market, which also 
helped the concern. They had one direct 
wire running from their New York of- 
fices throughout the Southeastern States 
to New Orleans, There were 175 branch 
offices of this firm connected with this 
one south wire. Sage & Co. put in an- 
other Southern wire which extended from 
New York to New Orleans to Arkansas, 
Kentucky, and Tennessee. 

During the sensational times in the cot- 
ton market speculation in the South was 
enormous, and the firm came out a win- 
ner to the amount of $1,000,000. 

In cities of 100,000 population and over 
it was the practice of the firm to keep 
elght or ten branch offices which were 
connected with the wires of the company. 

To get the business from outside the 
bigger .cities correspondents were located 
in suburban towns to obtain “ orders,” 
and these were telephoned to the city 
offices.

with liabilities of $150,000. 

Both W. BH. Woodend & Co. and Arthur 
H. Page & Co. were expelled from the 
Consolidated Stock Exchange. 

David R. Hobart, who is a Director of 
the Sage Company, is a brother of the 
late Vice President Garret A. Hobart. 

At the offices of Sage & Co., at 57 
Broadway, nobody could be found yester- 
day afternoon with authority to talk about 
the firm's affairs.

CUP COURSE ALL RIGHT. 


No Trouble In Securing North Hemp- 
stead Road for Vanderbilt Race. 


Jefferson De Mont Thompson, Chairman of 
the Racing Board of the American Automobile 
Association, visited North Hempstead yester- 
day to investigate the difficulties reported in 
securing the use of the North Hempstead town 
road for the Vanderbilt Cup race. He returned 
last night, and stated the difficulties had re- 
solved themselves into thin air, and been great- 
ly exaggerated anyway, and were solely due 
to a misunderstanding. Full permission to 
use the road was secured, and there was not 
the slightest restriction imposed upon its use 
other than those obtaining over the whole 
course. Moreover, there was no antagonism 
to the race on the part of the autborities. 

‘* When we officially announced the course, 
including the town road, we understood that 


| permission had been granted. We knew noth- 


ing of any opposition to its use, and I found 
there was none. The town officials there sim- 
ply wanted some information before they issued 


a permit. 

“The road in question is a two-mile 
stretch, arid was not in any way essential to 
the course. It was simply choseg to enable 
us to go under the railroad and avoid a grado 
crossing. It has to be improved to be utilized, 
and we are going right ahead to fix it up. 
We intend rushing work on the whole course, 
banking every curve where it is possible to 
improve it, and removing svch obstructions 
as we can. Of course in addition to this we 
will oil the entire course. 

“This talk that curves in the new course 
make it slow, and of the superiority of the old 
over the new course is tiresome. We could 
have had the old course if we had wanted it, 
but were convinced of the superiority of the 
new. And it was not a snap judgment. Mr. 
Vanderbilt and I studied the course thoroughly, 
and know its every foot. 

“As for curves, these are all easy to take, 
and will not mean diminished speed. Why, in 
the Ardennes course there are five curves worse 
than anything we have, one of them only 
pack a | feet wide. By banking such curves as 
neg@i it there will be no possible objection to 
our course. 

“* We have passed a resolution declaring that 
in os on the course no racing machine 
shall appear later than 7 o'clock tn the morn- 
ing. Any one violating this rule and exceeding 
the —— laws will be subject to arrest and a 
3500 fine."’

Strengthen His Hold. 


THE GAYNOR BOOM REVIVED 


McCarren Declared to be for Him—

That a redistribution of patronage would 
immediately follow the return of Mayor 
McClellan from abroad was declared pos- 
itively yesterday by men in a position to 
know. And when this redistribution is 
effected, it was said, every avowed sup- 
porter of Tammany Leader Murphy at 
present drawing a salary from the City 
would find himself thrust out from his job. 

The news of this contemplated move 
in the factional fight between the sup- 
porters of Mayor McClellan and the fol- 
lowers of Mr. Murphy within the Tam- 
many organization had got out to some 
extent yesterday among the district lead- 
ers.

Not in Company Having City Contracts 
—A B. R. T. Falsehood, He Avers. 


Characterizing it as an effort to “ get 
|} back’’ at him for his activity against the 
Brooklyn Rapid Transit Company in the 
{Coney Island fare fight, Borough Presi- 
| dent Coler of Brooklyn last evening denied 

a story published yesterday afternoon to 
the effect that he was financially interest- 
ed in the Orleans County Quarry Com- 
pany, which has been supplying Medina 
sandstone for street paving in Brooklyn. 
Mr. Coler said that while he had been 
President of the company, he and the firm 
of W. N. Coler & Co. had severed all con- 
nection with the concern, 

According to the story published yes- 
terday, Mr. Coler, in 1902, became. Presi- 
{dent and a Director of the Medina Sand- 
|; stone Company, which obtained “one or 
more ’’ small contracts in Brooklyn under 
| the Swanstrom and Littleton administra- 
} tions, The Medina Company was later re- 
| organized under the name of the Orleans 
|; County Quarry Company, which controls 
the Medina sandstone quarries. It was 
j alleged in the story that since Mr. Color 
| became Borough President the number of 
contracts ‘n Medina sandstone for paving 
in that borough had been increasing in 
number, magnitude, and price of material. 
In the story R. A. Kilborn, Secretary and 
Treasurer of he Orleans County Quarry 
Company, was quoted as saying at Albion, 
N. Y., that while Mr. Coler had withdrawn 
from the company as an officer and Di- 
rector, he retained, through his firm, the 
‘“‘same financial interest in the quarry 
company that he had when he was Presi- 
dent and Ditrector.”’ 

“This is simply an attempt to get back 
at me on the part of certain interests for 
my fight against the Brooklyn Rapid 
Transit Company,” said Mr. Coler, when 
asked about the story. .“‘ The statement is 
absolutely and utterly untrue. I have 
not, directly or indirectly, one dollar in- 
vested in the Medina Company or Orleans 
County Quarry Company; nor has the 
firm of which I am a member any interest 
in either. I was President of this com- 
pany about two years ago, but long ago 
relinquished any interest I had in it.

INSURANCE CODE UP. 


State Commissioners Pass Clause Pro- 
hibiting Political Gifts. 


ST. PAUL, Minn., Aug. 22.—The Com- 
missioners from fifteen States appointed 
in Chicago on March 20 considered to-day 
the proposed uniform insurance code. 

A section was adopted providing that 
no insurance company shall directly or 
indirectly pay or offer any money or 
property in aid of any political organi- 
zation, and that any officer or agent who 
violates this section shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor and punished by imprison- 
ment and a fine of not more than $1,000. 
It was also provided that the license of 
any company found guilty of violating 
this section may be suspended or revoked 
in the discretion of the Insurance Com- 
missioner. 

There was some discussion over whether 
the license of. a company should be re- 
voked, it being maintained that it was 
unfair to visit the crime of a company’s 
servant on the company itself. The report 
was modified to leave this phase at the 
discretion of the Insurance Commissioner. 
The other section adopted provides that 
every disbursement of $100 or more be 
made on a voucher setting forth expressly 
an itemized account. 

The Commissioners considered the re-

Is Robinson 
Crusoe’s Isle 
Destroyed? 


touch of romance to the scene of the lone 
habitation of ALEXANDER SELKIRK, the 
historic original of Dprrop’s “ Robinson 
Crusoe.” 

Since its discovery in the sixteenth 
century by Juan FrRNAND®Z, a pilot with 
PrzaRRo, the island has had a strange 
history. It was the rendezvous of the 
Dutch pirates Le Marre and SHONTEN in 
1616, and for the next two centuries the 
piratical rovers of the South Seas made 
it their base. It is doubtfully related of 
SHARP, the English buccaneer, who land- 
ed there during SmeLKrrx’s sojourn be- 
tween the years 1704 and 1709, that, on 
being pursued by a caravel sent out by 
the Governor of Valparaiso, he left be- 
hind in his haste a, black who became 
SELKIRK’s companion and the prototype 
of Crusoe’s man Friday. This is probably 
a myth. Indeed, the true source of the 
entire plot of Dpron’s tale may possibly 
be looked for tn a Crusoe legend of un- 
doubted antiquity, which is the inher- 
itance of many peoples. 

The island was later successively made 
into a Spanish fort, a Chilean convict sta- 
tion, and finally, until the Valparaiso 
earthquake, a hamlet of peaceful inhab- 
itants was situated in its valley. Juan 
Fernandez lies some 360 miles west of 
Valparaiso, and the report of its destruc- 
tion is at least temporarily admissible 
from the fact of its volcanic origin. Tales 
have been told of light emanating from 
one of the loftier peaks, which rose in in- 
accessible grandeur to a height of 3,000 
feet above the sea. Examination of the 
stratified tufa, old lava formations, and 
greenstone of which it was composed, 
seemed to show, however, that the mount- 
ain must have been long quiescent.

ALASKA FOR ANARCHISTS. — 
No Lovely Tropic Isle, but a Place 
Where They Might Work. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The communication of Mr. Arnold Fox 
anent Anarchists in your issue of to-day 
interested me, While I am not informed 
concerning the alleged “defiance of the 
Anarchists by Mr. Bonaparte,” so that I 
might discuss the Secretary’s opinion of 
“ flogging '’ as a correction, I am remind- 
ed of my father’s idea that the whipping 
post was better than the jail for certain 
prevalent weaknesses and eins. 

The definition of anarchism propounded 
by your correspondent may be applied to 
other sorts of flagrant crimes, qualifying, 
however, the sympathy relation, which is, 
as a rule, unintelligent ‘and erratic in its 
expression. The suggestion of transporta- 
tion as a remedy for anarchism appears 
to me both reasonable and proper, but I 
think that a remote island or region where 
nature would generously provide “‘ all the 
comforts of home” without the necessity 
{of labor on the part of the transported 
aberrants would not prove a radical ad- 
vantage. On the contrary, we should be 
likely to have a fresh example of the 
country referred to by the early hymn 
writer 
“ Where every prospect pleases, and only 

man is vile." 

But the suggestion of a colony for the 
anarchist appeals to me as important be- 
cause it has a direct bearing on our crimi- 
nology in general, for I am convinced that 
it would be of great service to American 
society at large were there a Botany Bay 
established for inveterate criminals. Hay- 
ing lately visited Alaska and noted its 
grand island empire, I was struck by the 
undeveloped wealth lying in most of those 
islands, some of which are large enough to 
serve as a place of deportation and resi- 
dence for criminals. What these men, so 
dangerous and useless even when in our 
prisons, might accomplish in a state of 
semi-freedom in building up an island 
State of their own I could not predict, 
but occupation, we know, that has its re- 
wards for the man who does the work, 
and at the same time is not subject to in- 
fluences that deprave, is most likely to 
better him physically and mentally, and 
bring about a reformation in time quite 
impcssible in the mixed social and moral 
condition of affairs with us at home. Eco- 
nomically to the States and the Nation, it 


seems to me such an institution would be | 


of advantage in many most important 
lines, aside from the great relief experi- 
enced by our home communities in the ab- 
sence of the desperadoes with whom law- 
breaking is a profession.

Three Others of His Servants 
Also Taken Into Custody, 


COSSACKS IN ASIA MUTINY 


Samaracand in a Panic—Well-Known 
Terrorists Escape from Siberla— 
Revolutionists Being Drilled. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. 22.—A story is 
in circulation here that an attempt has 
been made to kill by poison Gen. Trepoff, 
Commandant of the Imperial Palace, 
whose illness has just been announced, 
It is added that the General’s cook and 
three other servants have been arrested. 

According to private advices the Twen- 
ty-fourth Ural (Cossack) Regiment, has 

utinied at Samarcand, Asiatic Russia, 

@ men arrested the officers and re- 
placed them with men from the ranks. 
The commander of the garrison of Samar- 
cand, it is added, has demanded the imme- 
diate surrender of the mutineers, the ar- 
tillery has been callod out, and the city 
is in a state of panic. 

In spite of the wholesale arrests and 
Geportation of revolutionists in the big 
centres, the daily chronicle of murder and 
Tobbery is not appreciably diminishing. 
The police seem to be utterly powerless 
to capture the perpetrators of the crimes. 
They do not make an arrest in one case 
out of twenty-five. 

Melnikoff, who was associated with the 
famous revolutionary agitator, Gerschun- 
in, in the conspiracy which was respon- 
sible for the assassination of Minister of 
Public Instruction Bogoliepoff and Min- 
ister of the Interior Sipiaguine, in com- 
pany with Sassonoff, the assassin of Min- 
ister of the Interior de Plehve, and sev- 
eral other terrorists, has escaped from 
Ackatui, Trans-Baikalia. This party was 
the last batch of prisoners taken from 
the Schusselburg fortress. 

One hundred and fifty political prison- 
ers exiled by administrative order start- 
ed from Moscow for Siberia to-day.

He Married Mrs, R. M. Ostrander 
Smith a Month Ago. 


A SURPRISE TO HIS FRIENDS 


After Completing a Statue of Gen. Han- 
cock for Philadelphia, the Vet- 
eran Sculptor Will Retire. 


J. Q. A. Ward, the veteran sculptor, 
married his landlady on July 19, and suc- 
ceeded in keeping the wedding a secret 
until yesterday. He is 76 years old, and 
this is his third marriage. Mr. Ward is 
now planning a long rest at his home in 
the-Catskills, when he gets rid of some of 
the work which at present confronts him. 

The new Mrs. Ward was a widow, Mrs. 
R. M. Ostrander Smith, with whom Mr. 
Ward has boarded for six years. With 
the announcement of the marriage came 
the announcement that Mr. Ward was 
about to retire from active work. 

At first the sculptor was extremely re- 
ticent regarding his wedding. He ad- 
mitted that he was again married, but 
declared that there was no reason why 
he should take the public into his con- 
fidence regarding the identity of his 
wife. 

It was in the reception room at his 
studio, 119 West Fifty-second Street, 
where the sculptor works ten hours a day, 
just as he was accustomed to work half 
@ century ago, that he thus declared him- 
self. He was reminded that he was a 
man of prominence and that many want- 
ed to know about his marriage. 

“Not at all, not at all,” he said, shrug- 
ging his shoulders, ‘‘ You’re wrong there. 
People are only interested in me because 
I get married when I am 76 years old. 
That’s the real reason of all this fuss. 
However, I guess I might as well tell the 
story now as later. 

“I was married for the third time on 
July 19 by the Rev. Henry E. Cobb at the 
Collegiate Reformed Church, West End 
Avenue and Seventy-seventh Street, to 
Mrs, R. M. Ostrander Smith. Mrs. Smith 
is a native of Newburg, but she has been 
living in New York for some years, I 
have known her for a long time. She is 
very domestic in her ideas and is a lovely 
character. Her father was an Ostrander 
and her mother was a Lefevre, of that old, 
aristocratic family of Orange County. 
She wos a widow. Her husband was an 
architect, I believe.” 

All of Mr. Ward’s friends were greatly 
surprised when they learned of his mar- 
riage. His brother, Edward M. Ward, 
was most surprised of all. 

“I did not even know my brother was 
in the city,” he said. ‘I thought he was 
in the Adirondacks fishing. Whom did 
he marry?” 

Mrs, Ward was at her home tn West 
Eighty-fourth Street yesterday. She has 
handsome apartments on the fourth floor 
with her husband, and ts just now very 
busy getting ready to move. She is some- 
what more than 40 years old. 

“T have known Mr. Ward ever since I 
‘was 10 years old,’’ she said. ‘“‘My home 
was at Newburg and his was at Urbana, 
Ohio. He was married twice before, but 
his married life was short. His first wife 
lived about seven years after their mar- 
riage, and his second wife but a year and 
a half. I nave been a widow for twenty 
years. I have a married son who fs living 
in Chicago. 

“Mr. Ward had been boarding with me 
for about six years, and we were great 
friends, but had never thought of mar- 
riage. We were talking over the future, 
though, and when I told him that I was 
thinking of going to live with my son in 
Chicago, he would not consent to my 
leaving. Now we are married and will 
spend the balance of our days together. 
We shall go to the Catskills for the Sum- 
mer and shall spend the Winters in his 
studio.” 

Mr. Ward owns the studio in West 
bifty-second Street and the lot on which 
it stands. The studio was built in 1881. 
Here he created the masterpieces which 
brought him fame and fortune. He is 
now working on a statue of Gen, Han- 
cock for Philadelphia. When it is com- 


pleted he will undertake no more com- 
missions. 

The sculptor was born in Ohio in 1830, 
and came to New York in 1861 as a pupil 
of Henry K. Browne. He won preferment 
at once. He wrought the statue of Wash- 
ington in Wall Street, and the pediment 
of the Stock Exchange. Amon is other 
well-known works are the “ Indian Hunt- 
er’’ and “ Pilgrim "’ in Central Park. 

Mr. Ward’s second wife was Miss Julia 
Devins Valentine. She died about twenty- 
seven years ago. His first wife was Miss 
F. Baumer. he died about seven years 
prior to his second marriage.

CONDEMNS 


BISHOP’S ACTION. 
Henry Watterson Deals with the Cole- 


man Funeral Incident.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Aug. 22.—Comment- 
ing on the refusal of Bishop McCloskey 
to permit the burial of Spalding Coleman 
with Catholic rites, Henry Watterson, in 
the Courier-Journal, says in part: 

“Broadly speaking, every society, lay 
and clerical, owes a duty to humanity 
and decency. The Christian Church may 
not rise superior to the Christian religion, 
especially in the matter of its canons re- 
lating to the most tender and sacred of- 
fices of the daily life of the people, the 
sacrament of baptism, and the ‘rites of 
interment and marriage. When it does 
it commits a grievous wrong alike to the 
subjects of its discipline and its own 
character. 

‘Thus the refusal to permit the funeral 
of Spalding Coleman, a good Catholic, to 
proceed after the body had been depos- 
ited in the church and the sorrow-stricken 
family and friends had there assembled, 
can only be justly described as inconsid- 
erate in the last degree, strangely re- 
gardless of human affliction and the holy 
character of the time and place. Bishop 
McCloskey is a prelate of recognized au- 
thority and a stern ruler, but those who 
know him will not willingly believe him 
a man bereft of gentle feeling and humble 
piety, and these can only ascribe his 
action to some one of the aberrations of 
extreme old age, not to any deliberate, 
well-considered judgment. 

“The family of Mr. Coleman have the 
1ullest sympathy of the entire community 
without regard to creed or sect.”

ACTRESS LIKELY TO MOVE 


The Rent Bil! In the Apartment House 
Where Both Lived Is All 
Fixed Up, But— 


Broadway now knows what it has sus- 
pected for some time—that Miss Norma 
Munro is at least not the close friend 
she was of Mrs. Caroline Dudley Payne, 
whom the public will continue to call 
Leslie Carter in spite of her recent mar- 
riage. The fine apartment house at 36 
West Fifty-ninth Street, facing Central 
Park, is owned by the Munro estate, of 
which Mrs. Henrietta E. Munro, mother 
of Miss Norma, is the executrix. There 
formerly lived in lovely peacefulness Miss 
Norma and Mrs. Carter-Payne, the one 
having the eastern end of the second 
floor and the other the western end, with 
doors between. 

It is said that after the coolness that 
arose following the marriage of the Amer- 
ican creator of Zaza these doors were 
nailed up on the Munro side, and pictures 
of Zaza and Adrea in the Munro apart- 
ments were turned toward the wall. At 
any rate, on Saturday Hénry Bogert Clark 
of 11 Pine Street, attorney for the Munro 
estate, got a dispossess writ from the 
Fourteenth Municipal Court against Mrs. 
Carter-Payne and entered suit against her 
for $1,593.52, which included interest up 
to Aug. 1. 

The dispossess notice was duly served 
on Mrs. Carter-Payne. Nn one knows 
what she said. Miss Munro went from the 
the Fifty-ninth Street apartments just 
after the marriage so that Mrs. Carter- 
Payne could not say anything to her. 
Some of the house attachés say that the 
actress actually fainted. 

The suit was for five months’ back 
rent. Edward Lauterbach, attorney for 
Mrs, Carter-Payne, said that she owed 
for only three months’ back rent. Mr. 
Clark said he agreed to take $800, and 
the three months’ rent was settled. But 
Mr. Clark said yesterday that the actress 
still owes more than $200 for gas and 
other supplies, for which a suit has been 
brought. 

Mrs. Carter-Payne’s year’s lease expires 
on Oct. 1. Asked if there was any likeli- 
hood of the actress getting out of the 
house at that time, Mr. Clark smiled and 
said cautiously: 

“‘ As Miss Munro’s apartments are there, 
and as she is at least part owner of the 
house, Mrs. Carter-Payne being only a 
renter, it ig more than probable that Mrs. 
Carter-Payne will gét out.’”’ 

Although he had not yet brought suit 
against the actress in the name of Miss

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FATHER O’FLYNN DEAD. 


St. Joseph’s Pastor Succumbs at Last 
—Fifteen Years in His Parish, 


Father Denis Paul O’Flynn of St. Jo- 
seph's Church, Sixth Avenue and Wash- 
ington Place, died at 5:30 o’clock yester- 
day morning in the parish house, 138 
Waverley Place. He had been ill for 
about a month, and from the first his 
recovery was despaired of. Among those 
present at the end were the Archbishop 
of Santa Fé, New Mexico; Bishop Cusick, 
and Mgr. Edwards. Father O’Flynn had 
overtaxed his strength with the hard 
work of his fifteen years’ pastorate of 
St. Joseph's, and for the last two years 
had been far from well. Late in July he 
was prostrateqd with heat on his way 
downtown, and since then had been kept 
alive only by the unremitting care of his 
physicians. 

To-morrow afternoon Father O’Flynn’s 
body will lie in state in St. Joseph's 
Church, and at 10 o'clock on Saturday 
the offices for the dead and a solemn 
high mass of requiem, with Mgr. Ed- 
wards as celebrant, will be sung. The in- 
terment will be in Calvary Cemetery. 

Father O'Flynn was born in County 
Cork, Ireland, in 1847. He was educated 
at St. Colman’s College, Fermoy, Ireland, 
and then spent two years in study in 
Paris. He entered Louvain University, 
Belgium, and got to the degree of Doctor 
in Theology. Returning to Paris, he was 
ordained to the priesthood and came to 
America. 

His first appointment was as assistant 
to Mgr. Edwards, pastor of the Church 
of the Immaculate Conception, on the east 
side. He wasthen appointed Vicar Apos- 
tolic of the Bahama Islands, and estab- 
lished the first Roman Catholic church 
there. His next appointment was as pas- 
tor of St. Mary’s Church at Saugerties, 
N. Y. He was called back in 1891 to St. 
Joseph's parish, and for fifteen years 
labored unremittingly among the poor 
of the Washington Place and Jefferson 
Market neighborhood. 

The church was once one of the most 
fashionable in the city, but year by year 
the number of wealthy families attend- 
ing it has grown less. Father O'Flynn, 
however, increased its power for good, 
and at present the number of its attend- 
ants is greater than at any preceding 
period in its history. He, moreover, raised 
the funds for the building of the paro- 
chial school in Washington Place, which 
1,800 children attend, and built the rec- 
tory on Waverley Place. The esteem in 
which he was held by all that knew him 


has been shown by the anxious inquiries 
made for him during his tllness by humbie 
residents of the Jefferson Market section 
as well as those Ln in the fine old 
houses of Weshington Square,
